taken up, but was delayed when 
three members of the jury told 
Schlesinger they would not abide 
by an agreed sentence of five 
years.

HALTSJECEPTION 


BOMBAY, India, Jan. 27. 


(/P)—Mahatma Gandhi serv- 
ed notice on Great Britain 
today that regardless of pro- 
gress in the establishment 
of self-government in India 
the activities of the congress 
party, 
including its cam- 


paign of civil disobedience, 
will continue unabated. 


The nationalist boycott of for- 
eign cloth, the party's refusal to 
pay taxes and its picketing of li- 
quor, drug and cloth shops will 
go on. 


The Mahatma, idol of millions, 


issued this first concrete state- 
ment of the policy of his party as 
he sat Hindu fashion on a stone 
floor here, surrounded by news- 
papermen. 
It was the first state- 
ment of the kind since his release 
from 
the prison at Poona 
last 
night. 


Gandhi 
emphatically 
endorsed 


immediate 
measures 
for 
India's 


full independence as outlined in a 
resolution by the congress party 
last year. 
"We can suspend judgment on 


Prime Minister MacDonald's state- 
ment of policy at the round table 
conference in London," he said, 
"but we cannot suspend , the 
ac- 


tivities of the congress party."

Roberts' head, and that --arious 
distances were used for the ex- 
perimental shots while the actual 
shooting was- at a distance of 111-2 
feet.

trial court characterizing as an 
"admission

confession" 
the 


statement 
of Roberts explaining 


how he accidentally shot his wife. 
Hobrecht was indicted with three 
other men and a woman in the 
killing of Charles Stevens, federal 
prohibition officer, south of San 
Antonio, Setember 24, 1929. 
The 


reversal was granted because of 
the admission of testimony by a 
witness named Matthews of a con- 
versation between Matthews and 
Lynn Stevens, alleged co-conspira- 
tor in the killing. This conversa- 
tion was not in Hobrecht's pres- 
ence.

sentence of Hugh Wiley for the 
killing of Rube Huff.

Traveller Brings Healing Tales 


Background of the Master's Ministry of Helpfulness 


—What It Means that Jesus Cured Individuals 


of Bodily Ills — Hard Times as 


An Opportunity. 


BY WILLIAM T. ELLIS. 
In one of the towns often visit- 


ed by Jesus I was strolling amidst 
the mud houses when a father 
came to me, carrying his infant 
son; and began to plead that I 
cure the child of his sickness. It 
was a pathetic picture; the fath- 
er's blind confidence in the for- 
eigner; the emaciated, silent child; 
the background 
of a community 


•without medical aid; and my own 
Inability to do the healing desired. 


Only eperience can make vivid 


to one the plight of the physician- 
less parts of the world. On my 
recent trip through the Sinai des- 
ert my chauffer 
fell ill, beyond 


the help of the remedies I carry. 
At Akaba—which once was Sol- 
oman's port of Elath—I hoped for 
succor; but there was nut a doc- 
tor within hundreds of miles. How- 
ever, Arif pulled 
through, with 


native nursing. 
Colonel Lawrence—"Lawrence of 


Arabia"—once told me that a man 
could cross Arabia in safety and 
in honor as a "hakim," or physi- 
cian, by carrying only a supply of 
boracic for sore eyes; and a few 
dozen simple spectacles for aging 
sheikhs 
whose 
sight 
needed 


strengthening. 


All of this I tell merely to illus- 
trate the 
deep and widespread 


need of His time for the healing 
help of Jesus; a need which today 
medical missions, and the gradual 
education 
in medicine, is partly 


meeting. 
So swiftly is the world's 
store of knowledge spreading that 
proportion of the educated youths 
of all lands are becoming physi- 
cians. 
We are within sighting 


distance of the day when medical 
missions will no longer be need- 
ed; though in the meantime the 
ministry 
of Christian physicians 


in non-Christian lands is one of 
the shining products of the church. 


Helpers of Humanity. 


During recent weeks, in Europe 


and in the Near East, I have 
been learning a fact that to Amer- 
icans must he amazing. 
It 
is 
that President 
Hoover is 
less 


known as the head of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States than 
as the relief administrator whose 
efficiency 
saved 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of persons from suffer- 
ing or starvation. This Old World 
is less interested in Herbert Hoo- 
ver, the official, than in Herbert 
Hoover, the almoner and rescuer. 
The President's 
greatest 
fame 


emanates 
not 
from 
the 
White 
House, but from a tireless minis- 
try to the bodies of myriads who 
•were in need. Doubtless this is a 
unique record. 
After all, is it not a picture of 


life? 
The important thing about 


anybody is how helpful he is to 
his fellow men. Every year scores 
of'very rich persons die, "unwept, 
•unhonored and unsung;" whereas 
the helpers of men are held in 
remembrance from generation to 
generation. Nobody can ever justi- 
fiably be "too busy" for human 
kindness. 
In these days of depression it is 
especially important to remember 
the practical helpfulness of Jesus: 
and His regnant law of brotherli- 
ness. It is the clear Christian du- 
ty of everybody to help those who 
are in need, and to help them to 
the point of sacrifice. There are 
all sorts of prudential reasons why 
the prosperous should assist the 
unemployed 
in 
this 
emergency; 


but the noblest reason of all is 
that failure to do so is black dis- 
loyalty to the eample and teach- 
ings of Jesus. 
"No Time For Individuals." 


One of the pompous members 


of Lincoln's cabinet is reported to 
have remarked, "I have no time 
for individuals." 


Thereupon he was told, "Then 


you are a step ahead of the Lord 
Almighty." 
That incident points the lesson 


of this Lesson. 
Jesus Christ, the 


incarnate Son of God—the fullest 
expression of the Divine nature 
possible to the Creator Himself— 
was 
not 
too engrossed 
by His 


mission of world redemption to 
give most of His time to the ser- 
vice of ordinary, individual men 
and women in need. 
Than this 


there is no more stupendous truth 
in Scriptures. 
Human need had 


first claim on Christ. 
Often the 


persons He claimad were ungrateful 
if not undeserving. 
Nevertheless, 


He freely poured out 
the 
re- 


sources of His nature in heoling 
them; 
putting 
their 
demands 


ahead of His rights to rest. 


Perhaps here is the truth for 


the times. 
Nowadays it is the 


fashion 
to 
expect 
organizations, 


institutions and machinery to al- 
leviate the ills of humanity, and 
to bring in the Kingdom of Heav- 
en. Too many of our leaders are 
concerned with problems in the 
large. 
Our colleges stress courses 


in "socialogy," fondly calling it a 
science. National and internation- 
al laws and organizations are pro- 
moted to do that which will never 
be done until men and women, one 
by one, learn the Jesus way of 
being personal 
helpers of their 


fellowmcn. 
When one comes to 


review the New Testament teach- 
ing upon simple, succoring kind- 
ness, its volume and vigor and 
mandatoriness 
becomes 
over- 


whelming. 
Christ's disciples must 


walk, one by one, in His footsteps 
of practical assistance to the near- 
est neighbor in need. 


Modern Medicine's Ways. 


One of my sons is a physician, 


and if I had ten more boys I 
would want every one of them, in 
the light of his experiences, to be 
come doctors. 
Modern medicine is 


no longer a matter of dosage and 
blood-letting; it has been sitting at 
the feet of Jesus to learn how 
many of mortal 
ills are of the 


spirit. An essential part of Its 
mission is the cure of souls. 
I 
am amazed to learn hr— often a 
doctor's cnlls are to deal with mal- 
adies of the spirit. Last night I 
was at dinner in my son's home, 
when 
an 
emergency 
summons 


came to what sounded like a dire 
tragedy. 
He 
returned 
shortly, 


and when questioned—of 
course, 


he is reticent about his patients— 
showed that what' he had done 
was wholly in the realm of com 
mon sense and spiritual insight, to 
keep an affrighted soul from self- 
destruction. 
Jesus doctored men's 


bodies; but oftener 
He 
healed 


caused physical ill. 
Part of the "practice" of the 


Master—to speak in medical terms 
—was miracle-working; more of 
it was sin-cleansing. 
And every 


modern practitioner will take the 
witness stand to testify that a 
large proportion of humanitv'g ills 
have spiritual causes 
and 
need 


spiritual cure. This is why the re- 
ligious cults which specialize in 
healing have such a vogue. 


Jesus did not ignore sickness, or 


its physical nature. 
The wonder 


and glory of the record of His 
ministry is that He placed His 
resources at the service of the 
suffering, 
whatever 
the 
nature 


of 
their need. 
His 
interest in 


people was such that He was 
never unmindful of their bodily 
wants. He was not, and is not, 1n- 
differet to the aches and pains 
and infirmities of even the least 
of mankind.

RED CROSS LIST

FOREST CITY, Ark., Jan. 


27. W—Two-thirds of the 
entire 
population 
of 
St. 


Francis county, of which 
this is the county'seat, is 
now living on the meager 
rations supplied by the Red 
Cross, and the number is 
growing daily. 


Out of a total population of 33,- 
500 in the county, more than 21,- 
000 are on the depedent list for 
the provisions given out every two 
weeks. 


Since residents of the towns are 
not receiving help from the Red 
Cross, these figures indicate that 
virtually the entire rural popula- 
tion of the county Is dependent 
on the national relief organization. 


George E. Parker, general re- 


lief chairman for the county, pre- 
dicts the Red Cross relief list will 
reach 25,000 in two weeks, which 
will leave only 8,000 persons in 
the county 
not 
receiving food 


from 
this 
organization. 


Many of these, however, are on 


other forms of charity. 
Livestock is on the verge of 


starvation and some actually has 
perished. 
The Red Cross authorized $5,000 


for 
feed for livestock and 
the 


fund was exhausted in three days. 
Only 2,000 of an estimated 6,000 
head in need received aid. 
Francis county had a flood each 


of the three years prior to 1930 
and then came the drought. The

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—(IP)— 
Co-operation of the Texas Bank- 
ers Association with federal ef- 
forts to relieve unemployment was 
termed "inadequate" today by J.

A policy of helping the Indian re- 
lieve himself by giving him a 
chance to work was outlined to- 
day by Commissioner Charles J. 
Rhoads. 
Approximately $4,000,000 to be 


spent in providing jobs for In- 
dians on construction projects in 
nineteen states has been: asked 
by the Indian bureau 
in two 


appropriation bills now 
before 


congress. 
If the money becomes availa- 


ble, Commissioner Rhoads 
said, 


it will be put into use as quick- 
ly as possible to relieve distress- 
ed tribesmen. 
"Indian labor will be given the 


preference," 
Rhoads 
declared, 


"and plans made to furnish em- 
ployment to the greatest possible 
number of Indians, even if only 
for a short period." 


"The results," Dr. Sherman. said, 


"showed tliat the attitudes of the 
parents, their emotions at a giv- 
en time, and 
their feelings of 


well-being affected 
greatly 
the 


kind and number of annoyances 
with their children." 
Discussing "education of parent- 


hood," he said the problem of per- 
sonal welfare and of happiness ^an 
be solved by properly preparing 
the youth for life—an'd education 
for parenthood can do much in 
this respect. 


"Many people -still believe that a 


child, develops 'naturally' and that 
what he inherits determines what 
he will be later on. 
But our 


work, with children in the past 25 
years has given proof that the 
way in which a child Is brought 
up determines what he will be la- 
ter on as a youth and as an adult. 


"The most- "asily influenced of 


all a child's, devtlocment is person- 
ality. 
All of us can agree that 


one of the most important causes 
of unhappiness is a personality 
which fits in poorly with condi- 
tions and with other people."
